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The San Francisco Society of Women Artists 
is presenting, in this second exhibition in war 
time, a show composed of two types of work, 
namely: Fine Arts and Crafts, and material 
from the War Workshops. The Workshop 
representation includes posters, charts, 
maps, constructions and photographs of 
large wall decorations. In the category of 
Fine Arts and Crafts, there is a separate new 
member section, which is jury free. 


Thus both direct and implied connections, 
between art and the war, are indicated. A 
direct tie-in, obviously, is the production 
rom the Workshops. Here, members may 
end their talents to projects in form and 
color for the war agencies and the armed 
forces. Also, the Workshops have been used 
by artists engaged in teaching members 
various crafts to develop them for work in 
hospitals under the ‘Arts and Skills'’ pro- 
gram. Since the last Annual, an active year 
had passed in thus applying ourselves. One 
may observe a general level of improvement 
in this new field and a degree of distinction. 
An implied connection, between art and the 
war and the future, in the eighteenth annual 
exhibition of the San Francisco Society of 
Women Artists may be described by stat- 
ing: that “Man does not live by bread 
alone." In spite of restrictions in time and 
energy, we are continuing an aspect of cul- 
ture, by presenting this exhibition.
